consideration of the postoffice depart- 
ment case against August W. Machen 
charged with bribery, and agreed to 
report its findings in criminal court 
this afternoon. No witnesses were ex- 
amined this mornin'g, a brief resume 
of the testimony presented yesterday 
being given to the jurymen. 
Officials 


of the government are confident that 
an indictment will be returned. If he 
is indicted Machen will not come to 
trial till next fall.

It is learned today that his defense 


will be made on the claim that the 
amounts he is said to have received 
from Groff Brothers were from anoth- 
er source having no connection with 
that firm. 


The amounts in question are alleged 


to have been paid to him by one of his 
associates in his mining enterprise as

months in an earnest effort to evan- 
gelize the people and terminate the 
feudal feeling. 


This religious army will be in charge 


of Rev. Barclay Meador, of this city, 
assisted by Revs. 
VanWinkle and 


Douthitt of Kentucky university, and 
the entire body will be composed of 
embryo preacher students of. this fa- 
mous Kentucky institution. 


The main purposes of the pilgrimage 


is to preach to the people wherever 
an opportunity presents itself and" by 
instilling Christian principles 
into 


their hearts, they hope to create bet- 
ter and improved social conditions, to 
render impossible a recurrence of feud- 
al murder. 
Country school houses, 


cross-road grocery stores and impro- 
vised -tents will be employed for meet- 
ing places, due notice of each meeting 
being made in advance. 


The band will not proceed together, 


but will branch out in different direc- 
tions, so that during the summer 
months before the beginning' of the 
next scholastic term, Christian doc- 
trines will have been preache'd to ev- 
ery man, woman and child in Breath- 
itt county. 


Preparations are now being made for 


a hasty departure and it is expected 
that they will leave about the first o' 


- next week.

French stated that Calahan had been 
elected to the office of sheriff, and that 
it was incumbent upon him to officiate 
or violate his oath of office. As a re- 
sult there was a battle between the 
two sides with affidavits and counter- 
affidavits as weapons.

Deputy Sheriff John Jones to the front 
and empowered him with the duties or 
elisor, which means that he summons 
the jury and witnesses and that he is

today. Mr. Miller was held under bond 
of $3000, which he failed to secure and 
he spent the ,night in the Franklin 
county jail.

Natives-in Kwang-Si, China, ar* Starv- 


ing—An Appeal for Relief to 


Americans. 


Washington, June 5—Secretary Hay 


has received a cable from Consul Mc- 
Wade at Canton, which says: 
~ ' * 


"Governor Wong telegraphs me that 


over 1,000,000 natives, in Kwang-Si are 
starving and earnestly apoeals for 
help from American charity, all relief 
distributions to go through the hands 
of American and British missionaries." 


Sir Shentung Liang Cheng, the Chi- 


nese minister, called at the State De- 
partment and was placed in possession 
of such advices as the officials had re- 
specting the distress in Kwang-Si. The 
minister appeared 
to be bewildered, 


and was unable to suggest any meas- 
ure of relief for his suffering country- 
men. The State department, although 
not anxious to embark in wholesale 
charitable enterprises, will undertake 
to do what it can in forwarding relief 
measures, and without further refer- 
nece to the minister here will itself 
transmit directly to Mr. McWade, the 
consul general at Canton, any funds 
which the charitably inclined people of 
America may choose to contribute. Mr. 
McWade has already stated that he 
can use the numerous American and 
British missions in China to distrib- 
ute the money to the best advantage.

One of the most interesting features 


of census records of the number of 
persons above ten years 'of age occu- 
pied in gainful pursuits is the revela- 
tion of the number of men who are do- 
ing work that properly is within wom- 
an's province. For instance, it is the 
natural and inalienable right of the 
women to teach school. But there are 
11,936 male teachers. So, too, nursing 
ought to be peculiarly the task of wo- 
men, 
yet there are 12,291 male nurses. 


It is indisputable that women of more 
or less tender age ought to monopolize 
stenography and typewriting, yet there 
are men bold enough to intrude upon 
23,553 positions of the first kind and 
2,753 of the second. Moreover, such is 
the fancy or the fate of some males 
that 1,718 of them are milliners, 2,116 
are dressmakers and 4,837 are seam- 
stresses.—Southern Farm Magazine.

• Graham 1'eck. a well known author- 
ity on snakes, was asked his opinion 
regarding a snake's hypnotic powers.

"There is a certain power to fasci- 


ate iu a snake's eyes and movements. 
I saw only the other day a typical il- 
lustration of the power of a stiake to 
fascinate. 


"Over in the pine woods I saw a 


ground squirrel fascinated by a black 
gopher snake. 
The forked tongue 


darted out of the snake's mouth al- 
most as regularly and rapidly as the 
needle of a sewing machine rises and 
falls. The squirrel seemed to watch it 


nearer. When the gopher snake was 
within two or three inches of the squir- 
rel it gave a leap and threw three coils 
about the squirrel. Instantly the spell 
was gone. The fascination or charm 
there had been over the little animal 
was no doubt broken the very mo- 
ment the serpent's coils were about 
the squirrel, for the animal gave three 
convulsive, terrified chirps aud realized 
that its death moment had come. 


"I believe implicitly that all snakes 


have a certain degree of power to fas- 
cinate thfir victims to death. Black- 
snakes, gopher snakes and racers have 
the power to a large degree. Rattle- 
snakes have the most fascinating 
power among all the poisonous ser- 
pents in the southwest. The indica- 
tions of charming among poisonous 
snakes are deceiving sometimes. Poi- 
sonous snakes fang their prey once 
only. The poison does not kill at once. 
The victim flutters to a branch, it may 
be, or runs a short distance and stops. 
The snake watches it. The poison does 
its deadly work and the bird falls. Any 
one who conies up. not having seen 
the attack, might be readily deceived 
into imagining that it was the glance 
of the snake and not the poison that 
caused the victim to fall."— Detroit 
Free Press.
